At both the German and Austrian 
embassies it was emphactically de- 
nied that any information concerning 
the intentions of Spain had been re- 
celved, In the atmosphere of sus- 
picion and mystery which envelopes 
diplomatic affairs, however. this de- 
nial only served to strengthen the 
belief among the officials of the bel- 
ligerents and other foreign govern- 
ments that there is some foundation 
to the report. 

It was learned late in the after- 
noon that the Ambassador of one of 
the allies had deemed the matter of 
sufficient importance to communicate 
to his government the substance of 
the report current in Washington. 

SPAIN ARMED. 


The gossip gained color from the 
fact that recently Spain has been 
laying in large supplies of arms, am- 
munition and other equipment and 
had mobilized a part of its army. 
The explanation given in press dis- 
patches was that Spain planned an 
attack on Portugal. It now is sus- 
pected that this. explanation was 
given out to divert attention from the 


attack on Gibral- 


tar. 

Although Gibraltar is supposed to 
be impregnable, Teutonic officers 
here believe that it would succumb 
to an attack by the Spanish army, 
which, it is said, now numbers 300,- 
000 men, fully equipped with modern 
guns and amply suppéied with am- 
munition.

raltar and recently the activity of 
German end Austrian submarines in 
the Mediterranean has compelled the 
withdrawal of the British fleet from 
the straits. 

If Spain should attack Gibraltar 
by land the Germans and Austrians 
would aim to prevent reinforcements 
of the British garrison by submarine 
attacks on British battleships and 
transports. 

This latest report of a prospective 
accession of aid to the cause of the 
central powers is regarded by many 
diplomats as only another indication 
that developments of signal impor- 
tence in the great struggle abroad 
are impending.

COLORADO RIVER RISES TO 
TWENTY-FIVE FEET. 


, (BY A F. NIGHT WIRE] 

YUMA (Ariz.) Jan. 24.—Anxiety 
over the flood situation here was re- 
newed tonight when the Colorado Riv- 
er began rising again. The stream 
rose to the twenty-five-foot stage in 
a short time and was atill rising. 
Earlier im the day it had receded to 
the twenty-two-foot stage. No se- 


rious damage was feared unless the 
river rose above the twenty-nine-foot 
stage. 

Workmen directed by representa- 
tives of the United States Reclamation 
Service were hurriedly repairing the 
breaks in the levee here and at Araz 
Station to prevent Yuma Valley and 
the Bard unit of the Indian Reserva- 
tion being flooded a second time. 

Reports from Needles, 300 miles 
north of Yuma, stated the river was 
eight feet, eight inches above normal 
at that point. There was nothing to 
indicate the conditions between 
Needies and Yuma. 

Although conditions here remained 
chaotic, the relief work proceeded un- 
interrupted. Water was being pumped 
from the basements of buildings 
in the business section. The relief 
committee was busy supplying food 
and clothing and otherwise caring 
for the 600 homeless people here, 
while as many more had been fed 
during the day at the headquarters 
of the committee. 

Advices from Congressman Carl 
Hayden, at Washington, stated he was 
discussing with the War Department 
the advisability of rebuilding the old 
government levee, which was con- 


Railroad traffic west was st 
blocked by the washout at Aras sta- 
tion, on the opposite side of the river 
from here. The work of repair was 
being rushed but officials of the rall- 
road were unable to predict when the 
line would be reopened. 

Reports from the lower end of the 
Yuma Valley indicate that section was 
untouched by the flood waters.

Most of Justice White's opinion w 
directed toward overruling the conten- 
tion that the income tax amendment 
provided a hitherto unknown power 
of taxation. Going far into the hie- 
tory of income tax legislation the chief 
Justice concluded the argument was 
without merit. 

Advancing to the other points, the 
chief justice held that the tax was 
not unconstitutional because it was 
retroactive.

SURVEY. 
“Comprehensively surveying all the 
contentions,” said Chief Justice 


White, “we cannot escape the conclu- 
sion that they all rest upon the mis- 
taken theory that although there be 
differences between the subjects taxed, 
to differently tax them transcends the 
limit of taxation and amounts to a 
want of due process.” 

Returning to the validity of the 
progressive or additional tax, Chief 
Justice White took up the argument 
that such a tax transcends the con- 
ception of all taxation and was a mere 
arbitrary abuse of power. He said 
that position overlooked the fact that 
such a tax was imposed in probably 
all the earfier income taxes imposed 
by Congress and upheld by the court. 

The decision was unanimous. Jus- 
tice McReynolds, because of his con- 
nection with the case as Attorney- 
General, took no part in the decision. 
None of the other income tax cases 
was disposed of formally.

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Albanian City Captured With- 


Serbian Garrison Moves Out 
Toward the South.

BERLIN, Jan. 24 (via Sayville.)— 
The Austrian official statement fol- 
lows: 
“Scutari has been occupied by 
Austro-Hungarian troops. Several 
thousand Serbi who formed the 
garrison retire oward the south 
without resistan 
“Austro-Hungarians have also oc- 
cupied Niksic, Danilovgrod and Pod- 
goritza. 

“The disarmieg of the country has 
been carried on up to the present 
without friction. At several places 
the Montenegrins have not even wait- 
ed until the Austro-Hungarians ap- 
peared, but have laid down their arms 
before the arrival of the troops in 
order to return to thelr homes. At 
other places a majority of those dis- 
armed prefer interment to being 
sent home. 

“The population generally has re- 
ceived our troops in a friendly man- 
ner, some ces with cere- 
mony. Riots such as occurred at Pod- 
oritza ceased as soon as the first 
ustro- Hungarian detachment ap- 


pear ed.

CONFIRMED BY LONDON. 

{BY ATLANTIC CAELS AND A. 
LONDON, Jan. 24. — Austro-Hun- 
garian troops have occupied the im- 
portant town of Scutari in Northern 
Albania, according to a Stefani News 
Agency dispatch from Athens. 


Scutari was occupied by Montene- 
grin troops in June, 1915, it being ex- 
plain in an official note issued by 
the ontenegrin government that 
strategic and political reasons im- 
pelled the Montenegrin descent on Al- 
bania. An additional reason given was 
that other powers y had occu- 
pied portions of that country. 

Scutari is the most important trad- 
ing town in Albania and has a popu- 
lation of 20,000. It lies on the east 
bank of Lake Scutari and 
rebuilt since the earthquake of 1905. 
During the Balkan war Scutari was 
the object of contention between Mon- 
tenegro and the great powers. The 
town was captured by Montenegrin 
forces on April 23, 1913, after a siege 
lasting seven months. 

The powers had previously decided 
to include Scutari in the kingdom of 
Albania, and King Nicholas had been 
offered compensation in money and 
territory on condition that he give up 
the place. The Mohtenegrin King de- 
clined the offer, however, and an- 
nounced he would hold Scutari against 
the powers. As a result of his deci- 
sion the internationat naval blockade 
of the Montenegrin coast was ex- 


nded. 

Later the powers made another de- 
mand on the King, and the monarch 
finally decided to evacuate the town, 
which was occupied by an interna- 
tional force on May 14, 1913. Sev- 
eral months later the international 
troops were withdrawn. 

When the Serbian army retreated 
before the invasion of their country 
by Teutonic forces some of the Ser- 
bian soldiers on crossing the Albanian 
frontier proceeded to Scutari, where 
they joined the Montenegrins. 

PEACE PLANS SHATTERED, 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The Austrian 
occupation of Scutari appears to con- 
firm previous statements that no ne- 
gotiatians are now proceeding be- 
tween Austria and Montenegro, as, 
according to the reports concerning 
the original Austrian officers of peace, 
it was understood that the Monte-. 
negrins were to hold Scutari as com- 
pensation for Austria’s occupation of 
Mt. Lovcen. 

Telegrams from Vienna assert that 
no negotiations are possible until the 
Montenegrins have surrendered their 
arms, but the situation is so obscure 
that Lord Robert Cecil, Parliamentary 
Undersecretary for Foreign Affairs, 
had to admit in the House of Com- 
mons today that the government had 
no knowledge of the present state of 
affairs. 

The occupation of Scutari, accord- 
ing to Italian reports, followed on a 
desperate battle that had been raging 
for the last two days, the Montene- 
grins making their final violent re- 
sistance on the Tarabosch Mountains 
before Scutari.

can lives. There were indications to- 
night that the document might bring 
to a satisfactory termination negotia- 
tions which have been in progress for 
eight months. 

_ Although the greatest secrecy sur- 
rounds the negotiations, it was stated 
tonight on excellent authority that 
Germany finally had agreed to elim- 
inate from the text of the agreement 
any mention of the warning issued by 
the German Embassy the day the 


| Lasitania sailed on her last trip from 


New York. Mention of this warning 
is understood to have been contained 
in the last proposal, which was re- 
jected after President Wilson had con- 
sidered it. 

It is understood also that Germany 
has left out of her proposal general 
reservation of admission of wrong- 
doing on the part of the submarine 
commander to which the United States 
objected. 

Mention of the warning is believed 
to have been most objectionable to the 
administration. In effect, it was re- 
garded as conveying the idea that no 
American lives would have been lost 
had the warning been heeded. 

It was also stated authoritatively 


that in its latest communication Ger- 


many makes some reference to a de- 
aire to see the United States take ac- 
tion in regard to the questions in- 
volving the freedom of the seas. 

The German Ambassador and Sec- 
retary Lansing probably will confer 
recarding the proposal in the immedi- 
ate future. “Germany reiterates clear- 
ly, it is said, that the torpedoing of 
the Lusitania was an act of reprisal 
for the British blockade of the Ger- 
man coast. Extreme regret is again 
expressed that Americans lost their 
lives in the commission of the reprisal 
and Germany freely offers reparation 
in the form of indemnity. Attention 
of the United States is called to the 
fact that such forms of reprisals have 
been discontinued, as the result of 
negotiations with this government, and 
to the fact that broad assurances for 
the future have been given. All dis- 
cussions considered superfluous have 
been stricken from the proposal. 

Consideration of public opinion in 
this country and in Germany were 
gaid to have played an important part 
in the drafting of the document. It 
has been pointed out that German 
public opinion would not look with 
approval upon a form of settlement 
which in any way admitted that, re- 
gardiess of the Americans involved, 
the torpedoing of the Lusitania was 
an improper act and which might re- 
ect upon the commander of the sub- 


marine, who was acting under in- thing 


structions which since have been modi- 
fied. In view of this, it is understood, 
Germany may admit in the final set- 
tlement that it was wrong that Ameri- 
‘cans should have been lost without 
conceding it was wrong for the com 
mander to fire a torpedo at the liner. 
In this connection attention was called 
tonight to the fact that Germany 
hardly would agree to pay an in- 
demnity for killing American citizens 
khould it be considered that the act 
was within the law. 

The German government is under- 
stood to be most anxious to settle the 
matter in a manner mutually satis- 
factory. It is said, however, that the 
proposal now before the administra- 
tion is considered to be final. Ger- 
many is said to hold that she has 
gone as far as she possibly can hon- 
orably to meet the views of the United 
States. 

The negotiations are treated as high- 
ly confidential in official and diplomatic 
circles. For that reason it has not 
been disclosed just how far the new 
proposal would go toward finally set- 
tling the controversy. An optimistic 
feeling seems to prevail, however. 

Authorization for the new pro 
is believed to have reached the Ger- 
many Embassy last week. The proposal 
is understood to have been received 
by Secretary Lansing late yesterday 
or early today and to have been sub- 
mitted to the President. All informa- 
tion regarding the status of the ne- 
gotiations was refused both at the 
State Department and at the German 
Embassy.

Mr. Hendrickson, who answered the 
telephone himself, told H. Ramsey, 
one of his men who was sitting in the 
office, to stay in while he answered 
the call.

CENSORS’ BOARD. 


Appeals for Fair Play by Men 
of Affairs Win Out, 


Fair play for the motion-picture n- 
dustry will be recommended by the 
Public Welfare Committee of the 
Council, favoring an ordinance abol- 
ishing the Municipal Board of Mo- 
tion-Picture Censors. This report was 
drafted by the committee in tenta- 
tive form yesterday after a session in 
which the business and economic 
reasons for the change were ably 
presented to the committee by E. G. 
Judah, president of the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association, and 
the inherent justice of the demand 
by Thomas Dixon, author of “The 
Clansman,” writer, lecturer and play- 
wright. : 

The recommendation of the Pubife 
‘Welfare Committee, which includes’ 
Councilwoman Lindsey and Council- 
men Conwell and Topham, will be 
that the motion censors be abolished 
and a single commissioner be ap- 
pointed. The proposed ordinance win 
provide that only such motion-pic- 
ture plays as have by 
the National Board of Censors shall 
be shown in theaters of Los Angeles 
and it shall be the duty of the single 
commissioner to see that the rul 
of the National Board are carried o 
to the letter. It is likely that current 
news pictures will be excepted from 
censorship by the national board in 
cases where they are presented for 
exhibition before the national board 
has an vpportunity to view them. 
Under this arrangement, the author- 
ity of the police to suppress anything 
immoral will be the same as that 
power is with reference to the spoken 
drama.

The detectives said last night that 
this may ft the man who at- 
tempted to hold-up the Boos Brothers 
Cafeteria at No. 648 South Broadway 
vesterday afternoon and that he has 
been identified as such by Mr. 
Mrs. M. J. Groves of the Yorkshire 
Hotel, who were in the place at the 
time of the attempted hold-up. The 
identification was made last night from 
a picture of the suspect in the hands 
of the police. 

This man, the police allege, since 
the crap game hold-up has “turned 
bad” and they belleve he is the man 
who for the past few weeks has been 
holding up pedestrians in all sections 
of the city and been implicated in a 
number of burglaries. 

Led by Assistant Chief of Police 
Home a score of officers and a dozen 
Police detectives were scouring the 
Chester Place neighborhood after the 
shooting and Home declared last night 
that the work of running down the 
two murderers. will continue until 
they have been captured dead or alive.

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fate of Mr. ‘Parmentier ever since 
last August, when the last personal 
word from him was reeeived in this 
city. His friends had feared the worst 
from the beginning. t his survival 
of the terrific fighting which marked 
the earfier stages of the war in 
France, and, later; dheerful letters 
written by him from the Dardanelles 
front, had caused their apprehension 
to be mixed with hope. No succassor 
had been selected to fill his important 
office in the institute. A. R. Walker. 
who has acted in his place, having 
been known from the start as secre- 
tary pro tem. 

Mr. Parmentier was born in Paris 
forty-eight years ago, the son of a 
French officer who fought through 
the Franco-Prussian war. is 
mother was an Alsatian. When ‘he 
was a baby, his parents, both now 
dead, went to Gebweiler (the Gueb- 
ville, as the French call it. referred 
to in the letter above quoted) to live. 
In this Alsatian city he spent his 
early boyhood. Although living in 
the conquered province and forced 
to attend Germanized schools, he 
grew up a Frenchman to the core. 

When he was 14 his parents sent 
him to the home of his uncle and 
aunt, Mr, and Mrs. Engle, in Chi- 
cago, that he might not be compelled 
to serve in the German army. He 
lieved with the Engle family until 
1890, attending the Chicago public 
schools = studying architecture in 
various offices. 

HIS WORK HERE. 

Mr. Parmentier came to Southern 
California in 1890, entering the serv- 
ice of a Santa Barbara architect as 
draughtsman, He came to Los An- 
geles in 1894, working in local offices 
for three years and then going into 
business for himeelf. During the 
years of his practice here he planned 
many notable buildings including 
business blocks, apartment-houses, 
hotels and fine residences. The last 
‘building he designed in this city was 
the $100,000 Murray apartments in 
the Westlake district. It was im- 
mediately following the completion 
of this structure that he went abroad 
on the trip which was to lead him 
into his tragic adventure. 

For thirteen years before he went 
abroad Mr. Parmentier actively 
served the Southern California Chap- 
ter of the American Institute as its 
secretary. Before he left for Europe. 
a@-year and a half ago, his fellow 
architects in Southern California had, 
unknown to him, put up his name 
as a candidate for the title of Fellow 
of the national body, the highest dis- 
tinction within the power of the in- 
stitute to bestow. Mr. Parmentier re- 
ceived the first intimation of this 
when the notification of his election 
as a Fellow of the institute reached 
him in the trenches in Alsace. 

The war story of this Los Angeles 
architect, who gave his life for the 
land of his birth, has few, if any 
parallels among those that have come 
out of embattled Europe. Mr. Par- 
mentier sailed from New York in 
the summer of 1914 for a much- 
needed rest, intending to spend the 
greater part of his time abroad at 
the home of his sister, Mme. 
Specht, in Gebweiler. The war burst 
forth in all its fury while he was in 
London. Fired by love of his native 
land he hastened to Paris and en- 
listed in a regiment of Alsatian vol- 


Parmentier was with the 
French forces that penetrated into 
Alsace at the beginning ot the fight- 
ing and one of his first letters to 
reach this country related how he 
hoped to see hie sister upon the then 
apparently imminent capture of Geb- 
Weller. The letter just received from 
his comrade in Paris would indicate 
that he had either seen Mme. 
Specht or at least been in communi- 
cation with her. 

WINS PROMOTION. 


Later his regiment, the Seventy- 
fourth Infantry. went to Northern 
France, where it saw hard fighting 
and where distinguished service won 
him a promotion 30 the rank of 
corporal. Later he spent some time 
in a hospital at Rouen, whether on 
account of wounds or sickness not 
being known. 

In a letter addressed to Mr. 
Walker from “Somewhere in France” 
on December 31, 1914, that arrived 
in Los Angeles in February, 1915, 
Corp. Parmentier thanked the chap- 
ter for the honor it had been instru- 
mental 
him. At that time, too, he dwelt at 
length upon the great improvement 
of his health, life in the freezing. 
rain-soaked trenches under a hail of 
screaming shelifire, seeming to agree 
with him after his years of close 
confinement at office work. 

The next time Mr. Parmentier was 
heard from he was with the French 
expeditionary force at the Darda- 
nelles, “up against the Turks,” as he 
expressed it in a letter to Mr. Mar- 
tin. He was then with the Sixth 
Company, Qne Hundred and Seventy- 
sixth Regiment, “Expeditionnaire 
d' Orient,“ with the rank of corporal. 
In this letter, which was received 
last August, he made the comment 
that “the battle is fierce and con- 
tinuous and the weather is hot, and 
altogether we are having no picnic,” 
but there was no indication that he 
was in other than excellent health. 

The facts as known lead his friends 
among the architects to believe that 
he must have.met his death from a, 
bullet or shell in the hideous Seddul 
Bahr fighting and this belief is shared 
by his relatives. 

Mr. Martin stated last night that 
steps would be taken by the loca!

There are many signs that the coalition 


Sir Herbert Beerbohm 
Tree, speaking at the Outwest dinner party 
on Saturday evening, hazarded the opinion 
that all great men were dramatic, and that 
they were dramatic because they were great. 
If that view is accepted, Lloyd George cer- 
inly fills the requirements, for he is noth- 
ing if not dramatic. 

Before the war, as Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in the Liberal Cabinet, he was 
probably the most hated and the most be- 
loved man in England. But the dove was 
cupboard love, the love of the trade unions, 
the old-age pensioners and the lower strata 
ok the population, for whom he was forever 

enforcing expensive paternal legislation re 
lieving them of the necessity of self-reliance 
and personal‘responsibility in every depart- 
ment of their lives. 

And in introducing those measures he be- 
came famous for the spectacularly scurrtl- 
dus speeches against the aristocracy and 
the land owners, for his brilliantly verbose 
attacks on noble families, for his reckless 
and utterly unfounded statements of facts 
regarding the properties of these people, for 
his scintillating belittlement of all things 
patrician. 


His vilification of the House of Lords, 
which, while con a few purely hefed- 
itary members, many of whom came of a 
long line of great and efficient statesmen 
trained for their jobs from birth, like the 
Marquis of Salisbury and the Duke of Dev- 
onshire, Lord Rosebery and Lord Lans- 
downe—is also composed largely of peers 
who have won their titles for eminent work 
for the empire, so rewarded by the very 
Cabinet of which he was a member, like 
Lord Cromer, Lord Haldane, the Earl of 
Crewe, Lord Milner and many others—this 
attack won for him the adherence of the 
lowest minds of the country, who are ever 
-delighted to see their superiors pilloried. 

But since becoming the newly-created 
Minister of Munitions he has found it nec- 
essary to turn gifts of scurrilous vill- 
fication against the proteges, and the great 
tribulation of the country has served to 
prove that those same patricians against 
whom he was wont to take such ecstatic 
verbal flings have risen to the occasion with 
incredible self-sacrifice and a sublime sense 
of their responsibility to the nation. While 
those same proteges, the trade-union pets 
of legislation, have been haggling over 
pence and minutes and petty restrictions, 
the patricians have sent forth their sons to 
battle, to fight an unequal war, to die with 
amazing heroism, often for want of the mu- 
nitions the workers refused to supply. 

David Lioyd George is a dramatic, a so- 
phisticated rhetorician—as Disraeli once 
said of Gladstone, “inebriated with the ex- 
uberance of his own verbosity.” No man 
in England today can make a more emo- 
tionally-convincing speech, containing 80 
small a modicum of facts. According to his 
most recent utterances, for instance, the 
alarming and criminal shortage of muni- 
tions was never realized by the government 
until, ten months after the war started, 
Prime Minister Asquith paid a short four- 
days’ visit to the trenches. England Is 
asked to believe that that imperial genius 
grasped in a short visit what all the War 
Department, all the generals in the trenches, 
apparently Lord Kitchener himself, had not 
appreciated after ten months of calamitous 
fighting. The British public is expected to 
assume that through all that terrifying 
time, the men in the field had been vaguely 
wondering what was wrong, but never 
guessed it was the lack of tools. Whereas, 
on the face of it, it is evident to the most 
moderately intelligent that the generals in 
the field must have been sending frantic 
appeals for munitions and guns, that none 
can have known better than these, wretched 
victims of an incompetent government how 
serious was their hahdicap. And it 
not Prime Minister Asquith who solved the 
great problem, but the shameless exposure 
de in Lord Northcliffe’s 
London Times, laying the whole blame on 
the nation’s idol, Lord Kitchener, which 
brought the government to its senses.

OUR PHILIPPINE PROBLEM.

| HE acute stage of the controversy be 


About this time the matter has reached the 
islands through the newspapers and is prob- 
ably being discussed there gleefully by both 
sides in the complex politics of Manila and 
to the entire detriment of any administra- 
tion plans, lending further color to the in- 
sular belief that we have no consistent pol 
icy upon which reliance can be placed.

Let us reorganize our government of the 
Philippines, remembering that we have, set 
out to do something that has never even 
been attempted in the previous history of 
the world—to nationalize (with all that the 
word meafis) an alien people, whose history 
and traditions have nothing in common with 
our own. Let us realize the solemn truth 
that we can only succeed by bending all our 
own national energies to the job and that, 
for our own credit, we must not fail, 

Let us write into a new Philippine bill a 
provision which will make the Governor- 
General at Manila absolute master of the 
situation, free from baneful partisan influ- 
ence, subject to removal only for cause and 
after impeachment and trial, giving him an 
ample term—ten years or thereabouts from 
his accession to the Governorship. Assure 
to the Vice-Governor, appointed by succeed- 
ing Washington administrations, succession 
to the Governorship, unless removed for 
cause after impeachment and trial. Sta 
bilize the Philippine civil service, in the 
interest alike of American and Filipino of- 
ficials, by according fixity of tenure and 
retirement on pension after faithful serv- 
ice. If wisdom and foresight exist at Wash- 
ington and Manila these things can and will 
be done.
